He was 
delighted with the horse and looked 
forward to 
having 
many 
happy 
hours riding it. It was the 
horse 
Altland had with 
him when he was 
drowned and he was preparing to 
give it a bath in the river. It seemed 
like the horse knew there was some­ 
thing wrong for 
when it heard Alt­ 
land scream for 
help, it turned and 
ran away. 
The 
victim 
of 
the 
accidental 
drowning was a fine young man. He 
spent some time in the Republican 
office when he was here the other day 
and his 
father 
was 
exceedingly 
proud of him as was evidenced in the 
manner he stood about watching him 
with admiration plainly written on 
his face. 
In introducing the boy he 
would proudly remark that he was 
one of the best that ever grew. They 
were chums and almost 
constant 
companions, and his untimely death 
will no doubt prove a sad blow to the 
father. 
Of the accidental 
drowning the 
Indianapolis Star says: 
George Altland, an athletic young 
man, was 
drowned in Fall 
Creek,

afternoon 
while

amuse two neighboring boys by an 
exhibition of fancy swimming. 
He 
was 19 years old and the only son of 
Mr. and M rs.

Luis Stevenson, 12, and

Cooper, IO, who saw the youth go 
down, thought he was merely teasing 
them and expected him to appear on 
the surface of the water at any mo­ 
ment. 
They knew him as an expert 
swimmer and Lad no idea he was in 
danger until later, when they failed 
to detect him 
through 
the under­ 
brush. 
Standing on tile bank the lads had 
admired the young man, who weighed 
210 pounds, as he performed one 
“stunt” and then another. 
“Hey, George, let’s see you float

The police say Altlanid lost his life 
in one of the deepest aud swiftest 
parts of the creek.

Swimmers have often been warned of 
the danger there, the police say. 
Young Arland attended Shortridge

Passing thro u gh the two p laces men­ 
tio ned, they so jo u rn fo r a time at 
Thessalo nica, 
where 
Sabbath 
after 
Sabbath they p ro v ed fro m the Scrip ­ 
tu res that Jesu s o f Nazareth is %the 
Christ, the p ro mised Messiah o f Isra­ 
el, and that, acco rding to the Scrip tu res, 
it was necessary fo r Him to su ffer and 
to rise again fro m the dead. The Lo rd 
Jesu s Himself after He ro se fro m the 
dead p u rsu ed this v ery p lan and fro m 
Mo ses and all the p ro p hets ex p o u nded 
In all the Scrip tu es the things co ncern­ 
ing Himself, sho wing that all the 
things which are written therein co n­ 
cerning Him mu st needs be fu lfilled 
(Lu ke x x iv , 27, 44-46 ). 
The go o d 
news co ncerning Jesu s Christ to o k 
ho ld o f them in the p o wer o f the Sp irit, 
fo r they receiv ed the message as it is 
indeed, the wo rd o f Go d and no t o f 
man, and fro m them it so u nded o u t 
thro u gh all Macedo nia and Achaia and 
elsewhere (1 Thess. i, 5, 8 ; 11, 13). Ho w 
simp le and y et ho w fu ll the statement 
co ncerning them, “Ye tu rned to Go d 
fro m ido ls to serv e the liv ing and tru e 
Go d and to wait fo r His So n fro m 
heav en, who m He raised fro m the 
dead, ev en Jesu s, who deliv ered u s 
fro m the wrath to co me” (I Thess. i, 9 , 
10). 
Here we hav e the threefo ld sal­ 
v atio n mo st clearly stated, sav ed by 
His sacrifice when we co me to Go d by 
Him, then in all the daily life liv ing 
u nto Him, serv ing Him, and all the 
time waiting fo r and ex p ecting the re­ 
tu rn o f Christ fro m heav en (1 Thess. 
tv , 16 -18). 
There were many who believ ed and 
co ntinu ed to giv e heed to the teaching 
o f Pau l and Silas, bu t there were 
Jew s who believ ed no t and, being 
filled with env y and instigated by the 
great adv ersary , set all the city in an 
u p ro ar, accu sing these men o f tu rning 
the wo rld u p side do wn by p ro claiming 
as king o ne Jesu s. 
The wo rld is in­ 
deed u p side do wn and all wro ng, and 
no twithstanding the bo asted p ro gress 
o f the day the who le wo rld still lieth 
in the wicked o ne (I Jo hn v , 19 , R. V.), 
and Go d has said, “1 will o v ertu rn, 
o v ertu rn, o v ertu rn, 
u ntil 
He co me 
who se right it Is, and I will giv e it 
Him” (Ezek. x x i, 27). 
There is o nly 
o ne who is cap able o f making all wro ng 
things right o n this lo ng sin cu rsed 
earth, and He is the King who shall 
reign in righteo u sness and shall bring 
p eace and q u ietness o n the who le 
earth, fo r He shall be King o f kings 
and Lo rd o f lo rds, and all kings and 
all natio ns shall serv e Him (Isa. x x x ii, 
1, 17 ; Rev . x ix , 16 ; Ps. lx x li, 11). Ac­ 
co rding 
to 
o u r 
Lo rd’s command, 
■“ When they p ersecu te y o u 
in this city , 
flee y e to ano ther” (Matt, x , 23), Paul 
and Silas p assed o n to Berea and there 
pursued the same co u rse, opening to 
them the same Scrip tu res concerning 
the same Jesu s. Here also many men 
and women believ ed and receiv ed the 
word readily and thu s broug ht joy to 
themselv es, the joy and peace which 
come by believ ing (Rom. x v , 13), but 
they also were a comfort to the Lord 
Himself, for when on earth in His 
humiliation He said to His Father in 
Heav en, “ I hav e g iv en unto them the 
words which Thou g av est me, and 
they hav e receiv ed them” (J ohn x v ii, 
8 ). 
Let us remember that whenev er 
we receiv e His word meekly and as 


the v ery wo rd" o f Go d we p lease Him 
There was at least o ne p o int in 
which the Bereans ex celled, and tbat 
was in their searching the Scrip tu res 
daily , that they might see fo r them­ 
selv es the things which Pau l tau ght 
and believ e them, no t becau se Pau l 
tau ght them, bu t becau se Go d Him­ 
self had to ld them in His wo rd. The 
o nly way to be established is to l>e- 
llev e Go d, believ e what He say s to u s 
in His wo rd, accep ting it as if He had 
sp o ken it to u s directly by a v o ice 
fro m heav en. Then when we can say , 
as did the p eo p le o f Samaria, ‘‘We 
hav e beard Him o u rselv es,” we shall 
no t be to ssed abo u t by ev ery wind o f 
do ctrine (Jo hn lv , 42; II Chro n. x x , 20; 
Isa. v ii, 9 ). 
The majo rity o f chu rch­ 
go ers are to o p ro ne to believ e what 
the p reacher say s instead o f do ing as 
the Bereans did, and therefo re so few 
seem to be established. They also ask, 
“Ho w do we kno w what to believ e 
when different teachers teach so dif­ 
ferently ?” The answer is in Isa. v iii, 
20, R. V., “To the law and to the testi­ 
mo ny , if they sp eak no t acco rding to 
this wo rk it is becau se there is no 
mo rning fo r them.” 
The Scrip tu res are the o nly infallible 
gu ide, and o u r Lo rd said that when 
p eo p le err it Is becau se they kno w no t 
the Scrip tu res no r the p o wer o f Go d. 
The p ro fessed messengers o f Go d will, 
if they are tru e messengers, carry o nly 
the Lo rd’s message; o therwise they 
are p ro p hets o f the deceit o f their o wn 
hearts, and the Lo rd nev er sent them 
(Jer. x x iii, 21-29 ). The dev il do es cer­ 
tainly hate the wo rd o f Go d. and so he 
stirred his fo llo wers at Thessalo nica to 
g o to Berea and o p p o se the serv ants 
o f the Lo rd there. 
This resu lted in 
Pau l go ing o n to Athens, while Silas 
and Timo thy abo de fo r a time at Be­ 
rea u ntil Pau l sent fo r them to co me 
to him with all sp eed. 
The dev il’s 
hatred o f Go d and His wo rd is v ery 
manifest fro m Gen. II, 2, 4, o nward, 
and I hav e no hesitatio n in say ing that 
all o p p o sitio n to and destru ctiv e criti­ 
cism o f the wo rd o f Go d to day are 
who lly o f the dev il. Co ntrast Isa. lx v i. 
1, 2.

simply 
grafting, by 
using the church as a means of hold­ 
ing him up for the money, paid for 
the advertising. 
“The average church dinner is al­ 
so a specimen of ecclesiastical graft­ 
ing. 
The church goes to the mer­ 
chants of the city and begs the ham, 
bread, cak es and sugar, prepares the 
dinner and then invites the very mer­ 
chants who have given the materials 
to the dinner or luncheon at 
fifty 
cents per plate. 
“The merchant gets no value for 
his money; he is simply held up by 
the church organization. If churches 


can not publish programs and cannot 
give 
entertainments 
and 
dinners 
without this act of 
grafting, 
they 
should forever cease publishing pro­ 
grams and giving dinners.
